I  received  my  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia diploma  in  June,  1915,  which  called 
me  a  doctor;  but  I  knew  better.  I  was 
no  doctor  then.  After  one  year's  intern- 
ship at  the  Virginia  City  Hospital  under 
the  kind  influence  of  Dr.  J.  R.  Gorman,

chief  resident,  I  made  an  investment  of 
S2  in  a  little  pupil  nurse,  appropriately 
nicknamed  Midget,  and  a  $3  Betz  O.  B. 
forceps.  We  located  in  a  remote  moun- 
tainous area  in  Pennsylvania  and  my 
first  O.  B.  case  was  a  55  year-old  mul- 
tipara. Believe  it  or  not,  I  did  an  easy 
low  forceps  on  her.  Then  I  had  a  re- 
tained placenta  on  the  next  patient  and 
did  an  extraction  according  to  my  Wil- 
liams Obstetrics.  Next  I  was  called  to  a 
lady  with  a  dead  baby  presenting  a  hand 
and  a  prolapsed  cord.  I  delivered  her  but 
by  no  technique  described  anywhere.  All 
three  cases  were  handled  with  the  as- 
sistance of  the  husband  or  midwife  hold- 
ing the  chloroform  mask.  I  received  330 
for  the  three  and  felt  very  well  paid 
and  I  knew  then  I  was  a  doctor,  but  I 
had   many   doubts   later. 

The  $2  investment  in  the  little  pupil 
nurse  paid  me  a  million-fold  in  the 
guise  of  three  fine  sons  and  three 
beautiful  daughters;  all  of  whom  my  wife 
successfully  reared.  I  have  collected  many 
dividends  in  the  form  of  grandchildren  to 
the  number  of  2  5  until  now.  The  extra 
dividends  of  great  grandchildren  are 
something    to    look    forward    to. 

These  first  fifty  years  have  been  happy 
and  exciting,  but  I  am  eager  to  get 
started  on  the  second  fifty.  My  practice 
now.'  I  am  very  busy  and  doing  general 
surgery  mostly.

Professor  E.  L.  Miller  gave  us  test 
tubes  with  infected  media  and  advised 
us  to  determine  what  bacteria  the  growth 
consisted  of.  We  worked  for  a  number 
of  days  before  we  finally  worked  it  out. 
However,  J.  H.  Bullock  of  Oxford,  North 
Carolina,  a  member  of  the  junior  class, 
got  his  answer  and  proved  it  with  the 
exception  of  one  reaction.  The  particular 
bacteria  was  supposed  to  turn  blue  lit- 
mus agar  red  at  the  site  of  the  growth; 
however,  Bullock's  growth  would  never 
turn  the  agar  red. 

When  Doctor  Miller  made  his  rounds 
and  quizzed  Bullock  about  his  proof 
that  the  bacteria  was  of  a  certain  type, 
Bullock  asked  Doctor  Miller  why  he  had 
so  much  trouble  getting  the  bacteria 
to  turn  the  agar  red.  Doctor  Miller  care- 
fully and  kindly  explained  to  Bullock  a 
short  cut  that  he  could  have  taken  to 
prove  the  type  of  bacteria  and  then  re- 
marked to  Bullock,  "You  see,  Bullock, 
diere  are  tricks  in  the  trade."  Little  did 
Doctor  Miller  realize  that  Bullock  had 
put  some  red  ink  on  his  agar  to  turn 
it  red.  I  was  working  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  laboratory  table  at  the  time 
and  heard  the  entire  conversation.  This 
situation   proved   most   amusing   to    me.

After  the  latter  part  of  1918  on  com- 
pletion of  my  hospital  and  postgraduate 
training,  I  began  the  practice  of  medi- 
cine in  Norfolk,   Virginia.

During  my  days  at  College,  they  held 
amateur  nights  at  the  old  Colonial  Thea- 
ter. We  encouraged  a  medical  student, 
L.dled  "Sears,"  to  compete  for  the  Best 
Performance  Prize,  awarded  to  the  con- 
testant receiving  the  most  applause.  A 
number  of  us  medical  students  conspired 
to  attend  as  a  group,  hoping  to  give  him 
the  necessary  volume  of  applause  to  win 
regardless  of  merit. 

Sears  chose  to  sing,  "Oh,  You  Beauti- 
ful Doll."  To  our  surprise,  he  was 
allowed  to  complete  the  song  without 
getting  the  hook  or  any  tomatoes  tossed 
in  his  direction,  so  we  felt  we'd  cleared 
the  first  hurdle. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  program,  the 
manager  lined  up  the  contestants  to  eli- 
cit applause  which  would  determine  the 
winner.  As  he  placed  his  hand  above 
tht  head  of  Sears,  we  medical  students 
came  down  in  unison  with  clapping  and 
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Dr.  Richard  B.  Blackwell 

stomping  that  would  have  put  a  hundred 
Khrushchevs  to  shame. 

We  must  have  overplayed  our  hand, 
however,  the  manager  awarded  the  prize 
to  another  contestant,  explaining  that  it 
was  awarded  on  the  basis  of  the  number 
who  applauded,  rather  than  the  noise 
that  was  made. 

On  February  27,  1942,  I  was  aboard 
the  old  U.S.S.  Langley  as  medical  offi- 
cer, headed  for  Java  from  Australia.  Be- 
fore we  reached  our  destination,  our  ship 
was  attacked  by  Japanese  planes  and  put 
out  of  commission.  After  abandoning  ship, 
we  were  picked  up  by  a  destroyer,  the 
skipper  of  which  was  a  good  friend  of 
mine.  On  orders,  the  destroyer  headed 
for  Christmas  Island  to  transfer  the  sur- 
vivors to  the  oil  tanker,  Pecos.  After  the 
transfer  was  made  at  sea,  we  headed,  un- 
escorted, for  Australia. 

In  less  than  five  hours  we  were  the 
victim  of  a  second  Japanese  air  at- 
tack. The  Pecos  went  down  just  before 
dusk.  We  drifted  on  rafts  and  in  life- 
boats until  nearly  midnight  when  a  des- 
troyer again  came  to  our  rescue.  As  I 
climbed  aboard,  the  skipper,  "Fish"  Karp, 
grasped  my  hand,  pulling  me  up  and  ex- 
claiming, "Name  of  God,  Black,  you 
here  again!"  This  was  the  second  time 
he  had  rescued  me  in  two  days.  In  the 
two  sinkings,  the  U.S.S.  Langley  lost 
more  than  two-thirds  of  its  officers  and 
crew. 

Since  graduation,  I  have  served  thirty 
years  in  the  U.  S.  Navy  and  fourteen 
years  in  public  health  work.

Dr.   John    M.    Emmett 

My  class  graduated  from  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  in  June,  1915.  I 
believe  the  visitor's  address  was  given  by 
Dr.  B.  K.  Hayes,  of  Oxford,  North 
Carolina. 

Prior  to  graduation,  I  had  served  an 
externship  at  Sheltering  Arms  Hospital, 
in  Richmond.  Soon  afterw'ards,  I  became 
associated  with  Dr.  Claude  C.  Coleman  as 
surgical  assistant.  Doctor  Coleman  at  that 
time  was  a  young  general  surgeon  going 
into  neurosurgery.  He  promoted  my  going 
to  New  York  as  an  associate  of  Dr.  Wil- 
liam Sharpe  at  the  old  Polyclinic  Hos- 
pital and  later  I  came  back  to  work  with 
Doctor  Coleman  as  his  work  gravitated 
from  general  surgery  to  neurological  sur- 
ger)'.  We  both  went  into  service  soon 
after  the  declaration  of  war  by  President 
Woodrow  Wilson.  I  was  appointed  chief 
of  the  surgical  service  at  the  Staff 
Hospital  at  Quantico  where  I  remained 
until  sent  to  Europe.  On  my  return,  I  was 
discharged  from  the  service  and  went 
into  surgical  practice  in  Huntington, 
West  Virginia,  with  Dr.  R.  J.  Wilkinson. 

I  was  appointed  chief  of  staff  of  the 
Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Hospital  in  Clifton 
Forge,  in  September,  1920,  and  have  re- 
mained at  this  hospital  in  the  active  prac- 
tice of  surgery  since  that  time.  I  was  made 
chief  surgeon  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio 
Railway  and  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio 
Railway  Employees'  Hospital  Association 
in  19.^9,  succeeding  Dr.  W.  T.  Oppen- 
heimer.

If  I  remember  correctly,  this  incident 
occurred  during  my  sophomore  year,  and 
I  was  living  on  Twelth  Street  about  equal 
distance  from  Memorial  Hospital,  the  old 
Confederate  White  House,  and  the  old 
MCV  administration  building.  Among 
other  students  rooming  there  was  a  third 
year  dental  student  named  Wagner.  As 
was  customary  with  many  dental  students 
of  that  day,  he  kept  a  dental  chair  and 
equipment  in  one  of  the  front  rooms  and 
worked  on  referred  dental  clinic  patients 
after  hours.  A  dental  patient  presented 
himself  one  evening  during  Wagner's 
absence.  Thinking  to  play  a  joke  on  me, 
some  students  introduced  me  as  Doctor 
Wagner.  Without  hesitation  I  extracted 
the  aching  tooth  and  an  old  root  as 
well,  turning  the  joke  on  them. 

A  few  years  later  while  serving  as 
house  physician,  Boston  Lying-in  Hospi- 
tal, I  answered  a  midnight  call  from 
two  senior  Harvard  medical  students  do- 
ing home  deliveries  on  the  out-patient 
obstetric  ser\'ice.  The  baby  was  fine,  but 
the  mother  had  suffered  a  third  degree 
peroneal  laceration.  Both  students  were 
from  rural  "up  state"  Maine  and  planned 
to  practice  there.  When  I  mentioned  the 
possibility  that  they  might  at  some  time 
have  to  do  such  an  emergency  operation 
as  peroneal  repair  in  the  home,  they 
were  all  for  me  doing  this  one  on  the 
spot.  Foolhardy.'  In  Boston,  definitely 
yes.  However,  the  result  was  perfect,  not 
even  a  stitch  abscess.  Reminiscing,  might 
one  not  wonder,   am   I   the  only  physi- 


cian now  living  who  has  done  such  an 
operation  on  a  kitchen  table  in  the  city  of 
Boston,  Massachusetts.

Doctors  Hoskins  always  loved  sports 
from  boyhood  when  he  hunted  and  fished 
in  his  home  county  of  Essex  and  on 
through  his  school  days  at  the  College  of 
William  and  Mary  and  his  four  years  at 
the  Medical  College  in  Richmond.  Es- 
pecially did  he  love  baseball  and  found 
time  to  win  letters  at  both  schools.

A  serious  student  always  and  a  beloved 
family  physician,  he  later  turned  to  urol- 
ogy as  his  specialty.

Doctor  came  from  the 
delivery  room  bringing  the  baby.  Hand- 
ing it  to  the  father  he  said,  "Here's 
the  boy,  I'll  bring  the  girl  in  a  minute."

Since  1925,  Doctor  Hoskins  and  his 
family  have  lived  in  Lynchburg.

You  ask  for  some  interesting  incident 
that  occurred  during  my  fifty  years  of 
practice.  I  think  this  is  the  most  in- 
teresting and  exciting.  In  August,  1950, 
I  dehvered  a  211/4 -pound  baby  girl 
of  a  31 -year  old  mother  who  had  had 
five  normal  children  previously. 

Her  husband,  age  35,  was  in  good 
health,  weighing  220,  all  muscle.  The 
mother  weighed  200  pounds  but  had  no 
history  of  diabetics,  G.C.,  or  lues.  Her 
blood  pressure  was  149/90  and  no  ortho- 
pedic defects.  When  she  was  examined 
on  August  22,  her  diagnosis  was  L.O.A. 
Her  labor  began  that  same  day  and  ended 
at  12:35  a.m.  on  the  23rd.  It  was  a  spon- 
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taneous    delivery   with    low    forceps,    pla- 
centa normal  and  intact. 

This  was  the  largest  baby  ever  de- 
livered at  Rowan  Memorial  Hospital, 
Salisbury,  North  Carolina,  from  below 
or  Caesarean.  It  was  hard  to  believe  that 
the  baby  weighed  211^4  pounds  but  this 
can  be  verified  in  the  record  room.  The 
baby  was  discharged  from  the  hospital 
on  September  20.  I  was  assisted  in  this 
delivery  by  Dr.  Richard  Wright  who  is 
now  doing  anaesthesia.  The  baby  is 
now  14  years  old  and  in  good  health 
except  for  a  slight  brachial  plexus  palsv.

My  first  impressions  of  MCV  were 
rather  overwhelming  when  I,  a  green 
country  lad  just  out  of  prep  school, 
strolled  down  Broad  Street,  looked  at  the 
pretty  girls,  stopped  at  Murphy's,  and  was 
exposed  to  other  vices  and  virtues  of  the 
big  city.

(City)  Hospital.  A  high  point  during 
this  year  was  the  friendly  association  with 
my  fellow  interns  and  the  sharing  of  our 
various    medical    and    social   experiences. 

One  or  two  outstanding  instances  which 
I  well  remember  are:  When  a  frail  little 
mother  looked  up  into  my  face  after 
the  delivery  of  twins  and  said,  "Indeed 
I  don't  know  what  John  will  say  but 
I   couldn't  help   it." 

Another:  One  night  in  the  wee  hours 
of  the  morning  I  was  called  to  the  ofliice 
to  see  an  excited  individual  who  declared 
he  had  swallowed  a  mouse  while  asleep. 
There  being  no  response  when  cheese 
was  held  in  his  mouth,  I  gave  him  an 
antispasmodic  and  returned  to  bed. 

In  these  days  of  inflation  and  scarcity  of

In  the  thirties,  Moylan  Fitts  (M'l6) 
and  Guy  Denit  (M'l4)  furnished  valu- 
able direction  in  the  army  reserve  train- 
ing at  the  Army  Medical  Field  Service 
School.  The  latter  retired  as  a  major 
general. 

Prior  to  and  in  the  early  days  of 
World  War  II,  I  enjoyed  associations 
with  W.  T.  Thompson,  Jr.  (M'38),  Phil 
Oden  (M'34),  Campbell  Manson  (M'34), 
and  Chick  Vermila  (M'32)  at  Fort  Lee 
Hospital  as  well  as  Joe  Mulieri  (D'34) 
and  Eugene  Crockett  (D'42)  of  the  den- 
tal Corp.  Throughout  my  service,  I  was 
never  far  from  MCV  alumni;  they  made 
fine  records.

Honorary  Degrees  for 
Dr.   Hughes,  Miss  Maclean 

The  Medical  College  of  Virginia  will 
confer  honorary  degrees  in  June  upon 
the  long-time  secretary  of  the  Virginia 
State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  and 
upon  a  former  dean  of  MCV's  school  of 
nursing.  The  recipients  will  be  Dr.  John 
M.  Hughes  of  Richmond,  a  1908  graduate 
of  MCV's  school  of  dentistry,  and  Miss 
Sybil  MacLean,  now  of  Silver  Spring, 
Md.,  dean  of  the  school  of  nursing  from 
1947  until  her  retirement  in    1958. 

Doctor  Hughes,  82,  and  still  in  practice 
in  Richmond,  is  currently  in  his  39th 
year  as  secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
Dental  Examiners — longer  than  any  other 
state  dental  board  secretary  in  the  nation. 
He  was  a  part-time  facult)-  member  of 
the  MCV  School  of  Dentistry-  from  1910 
to  1916. 

Doctor  Hughes  was  president  of  the 
American  Association  of  Dental  Exami- 
ners in  1952,  president  of  the  Virginia 
State  Dental  Association  in  1951,  and 
president  of  the  Richmond  Dental  Society 
in  1916,  and  again  in  1926.  He  is  a 
fellow  of  the  American  College  of  Den- 
tists, and  is  a  Veteran  of  World  War  I. 

Doctor  Hughes  is  a  member  of  the 
Deep  Run  Hunt  Club,  and  ser\ed  on  two 
occasions  as  master  of  the  hounds  there. 

Miss  MacLean  was  named  acting  dean 
of  the  MCV  school  of  nursing  in  Octo- 
ber, 1946,  and  became  dean  in  February, 
1947.

Arthritis  Project 

The  Medical  College  Is  cooperating 
closely  with  the  Richmond  United  Givers 
Fund  and  the  Richmond  Area  Arthritis 
Foundation  in  a  unique,  three-year  study 
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project  that  involves  a  broad,  intensive 
approach  to  the  treatment  of  arthritis 
patients.  At  the  heart  of  the  program — 
one  of  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  nation 
— is  an  organized  six-  to  eight-week  pro- 
gram of  out-of-the-hospital  medical  care, 
physical  and  occupational  therapy,  social 
planning  and  vocational  counseling  for 
arthritis  patients  from  the  greater  Rich- 
mond area.  About  100  patients  a  year 
can  be  accommodated.  Dr.  John  B.  Red- 
ford,  chairman  of  MCV's  department  of 
physical  medicine  and  rehabilitation,  is 
project  director;  Dr.  John  M.  Herring, 
assistant  professor  in  the  department,  is 
medical  director;  and  Dr.  Robert  Irby, 
professor  of  medicine  and  chairman  of  the 
local  arthritis  foundation's  medical  ad- 
visory board,  is  chief  medical  consultant.

For  the  fifth  consecutive  year,  the 
school  of  medicine  has  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  completed  applications 
for  admission.  The  total  completed  ap- 
plications for  the  September,  1965,  en- 
tering freshman  class  is  849.  From  this 
number,  the  admissions  committee  has 
selected  the  96  candidates  constituting 
the  class.  While  this  number  will  be  re- 
cognized by  most  of  you  as  an  increase 
of  12  students  over  the  customary  class 
of  84,  it  does  not  represent  an  increase 
over  last  year's  class  size.  Regrettably,  we 
are  unable  to  meet  the  increasing  re- 
quests for  admission,  by  increasing  class 
size,  without  substantial  additional  fi- 
nancial   support. 

The  overall  increase  in  applications  has 
amounted  to  a  startling  250%  in  the 
last  five  years.  The  percentage  increase  in 
applications  by  students  for  the  State  of 
Virginia  during  the  same  period  has 
amounted  to  only  63%.  Despite  the 
disproprotionate  increase  in  numbers  of 
out-of-state  candidates,  the  admissions 
committee  continues  to  follow  the  long- 
standing policy  of  giving  preference  to 
residents  of  the  State. 

As  it  is  constituted  at  the  time  of 
this  writing,  the  class  of  1969  includes 
68  Virginians  and  28  non-Virginians. 
Since  the  number  of  Virginia  applica- 
tions totaled  only  253,  approximately  one 
out  of  every  four  Virginia  candidates  was 
admitted.  The  28  non-residents  in  the 
class  were  selected  from  among  496  ap- 
plicants, a  selection  ratio  of  one  out  of 
seventeen.  While  predictions  of  perfor- 
mance in  medical  school  is  difficult,  if  not 
impossible,  the  credentials  presented  by 
these  students  offer  promise  of  marked 
excellence.  Some  facts  about  these  future 
physicians  may  interest  you: 

There  are  six  women  and  ninety  men 
in  the  class.  Thirteen  of  the  class  mem- 
bers  are  married. 

Considering  only  the  last  institution 
which  these  students  attended,  we  find 
representatives  of  51  colleges  and  uni- 
versities of  the  United  States  in  our 
class.  Fifteen  of  these  institutions  are  in 
the  State  of  Virginia.  The  remaining  36 
represent   16  additional  states.   We  con- 
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tinue  to  note  the  fact  that  a  considerable 
number  of  Virginians  seek  their  pre- 
medical  education  outside  the  State  of 
Virginia.  Twenty  of  the  68  class  mem- 
bers, who  are  residents  of  the  State  of 
Virginia,  have  attended  colleges  and 
universities  outside  of  this  state.  Converse- 
ly, only  two  of  the  28  non-Virginians 
in  the  class  have  attended  State  insti- 
tutions. 

The  rapidly  increasing  number  of  ap- 
plications to  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia school  of  medicine  exceeds  by  as 
much  as  three  times  the  expected  figures 
based  on  population  statistics  and  college 
enrollments  alone.  This  discrepancy  is 
interpreted  as  indicating  a  growing  a- 
wareness  of  the  e.xcellence  of  the  educa- 
tional opportunity  offered  by  your  college. 
The  alumni  of  the  institution,  through 
their  lives  as  physicians  and  citizens  of 
their  communities,  earn  our  thanks  for 
their  part  in   this   development. 

As  a  natural  consequence  of  your 
knowledge  and  position  of  respect  in 
your  community,  I  am  sure  you  are  asked 
for  counsel  by  young  men  and  women 
aspiring  to  the  practice  of  medicine. 
Please  continue  to  emphasize  the  need 
for  a  broad  base  of  knowledge  and  skills. 
The  candidate  in  whom  we  have  the 
greatest  confidence  presents  evidence  of 
having  obtained  the  best  education  avail- 
able to  him  in  his  high  school  and  pre- 
medical  work.  We  have  in  mind  that 
these  young  men  and  women  are  edu- 
cated to  meet  the  problems  of  the  prac- 
tice of  medicine  in  the  twenty-first  cen- 
tury.  With   objective  evidence   of  excel- 


lence in  their  premedical  education,  you 
may  assure  these  young  men  and  women 
of  a  welcome  to  your  medical  school  and 
the  excellence  of  the  opportunit)-  available 
to  them  here.

We  are  very  happy  that  a  liaison  com- 
mittee has  been  established  by  the  Alumni 
Association  to  work  with  the  school. 
The  chairman  is  John  Bierer,  of  Lexing- 
ton, and  we  hope  this  will  open  up  a 
new  era  of  cooperation  between  alumni 
and  the  school. 

Frank  P.  Pitts  retires  on  June  .^0;  and, 
since  he  has  taught  more  alumni  of  our 
school  than  any  other  one  faculty  member 
now  living,  we  hope  that  all  of  you  will 
keep  alert  to  plans  now  being  made  to 
honor  him. 

We  also  learned  recently  that  the 
Herman  P.  Thomas  Economics  Society 
is  establishing  a  scholarship  in  Dr. 
Thomas'  name  at  the  University  of  Rich- 
mond. Dr.  Thomas  taught  here  for  30 
years  and  is  now  MCV  emeritus  profes- 


sor of  economics.  Contributions  for  the 
scholarship  fund  may  be  made  through 
the  dean's  oflice  of  the  school  of  phar- 
macy or  directly  to  the  University.
